The Julius W. Burr House has a three-bay facade with a left entry. The 
trabeated entry has side and transom lights, plain pilasters with 
molded capitals, and a wide plain frieze with a simple molded cap. 

The heavy six-paneled entry door is old if not original. Windows are 
fitted with a mixture of sash and have plain board surrounds. 
First-floor windows on front and side elevations have wide board lin- 
tels. The molded main roof cornice has a wide plain frieze and shows 
a full return across the flushboarded tympanum. The rectangular 
attic lights has bo rder pane glazing. On the left elevation are two 
old or original ells with old 6-over-6 sash. The front ell has a 
plain board entablature with a single frieze band window. The 


rear elevation has an old or original shed-roofed extension with

Architecturally, the Julius W. Burr House is significant as a well- 
preserved example of the Greek Revival style. The gable-to-street 
orientation, trabeated entry, flushboarded tympanum, and wide plain 
board lintels are all intended to suggest the massing and smooth
